Claims 1, 10, 19 are allowed based on the following: 

Prior art of record considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or 
suggest marking said first policy decision based on said notification, wherein said 
marking identifies that an updated policy decision must be requested when a 
subsequent request from said first requestor is received for said resource; and 
evaluating said third request using said second policy decision in said local memory 
based on said second policy decision being unmarked, wherein said first policy decision 
is marked and said second policy decision is unmarked in local memory when said third 
request is evaluated and in addition to the other limitations in the specific manner as 
recited in claims 1, 2, 8 - 11, 17 - 20, 23, 24. 

Claims 2, 8, 9 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 11, 17, 18 are allowed due to allowed base claim 10, 
Claims 20, 23, 24 are allowed due to allowed base claim 19.
